Austin, Sept. 3.—Tho present extra 
session of the legislature w ill end w ith 
next Monday aud the governor has not 
yet indicated what he w ill do w ith ref­ 
erence to calling a second special session 
of the legislature. 
It is generally be­ 
lieved that he w ill put it to work right 
away sifter the present session is fin­ 
ished. 
There are some members who 
believe that he can issue the call within 
a day after the present session ends, des­ 
ignating any tim e he seos tit for the sec­ 
ond session to begin and avoid the pay* 
nieut of m ileage. 
The impression has prevailed that the 
governor m ust designate that the second 
session shall begin w ithin one day after 
adjournm ent of the first or themeriibors 
w ill be entitled to m ileage. 
The pro­ 
vision of the constitution relating to 
m ileage and per diem concludes: “ But 
no member shall be entitled to m ileage 
for any extra session that m ay be called 
w ithin one day after adjournm ent of a 
regular or called session.” 
That is the only provision bearing up­ 
on tho subject. 
It is argued that if the 
governor calls a special 
session on 
Thursday, ho can designate that it shall 
open a week, a m onth or six mouths 
thereafter w ithout rendering the state 
subject to pay m ileage. 
In the senate yesterday tho house bill 
passed givin g Jefferson county a sepa­ 
rate district court. 
It also concurred in 
the house am endm ent to Senator DaTill­ 
son’s breakwater bill. 
The bill was en­ 
rolled and signed by the president of 
the senate. 
It would have gone to the 
governor had their been a quorum in 
the house, so that the speaker could at­ 
tach his signature. 
The senate put to sleep M cFall’a reso- 
tion requesting the governor to submit 
platform demands.

Austin, Sept. 3.—The present extra 
session of tho legislature will end w ith 
next Monday aud the governor has not 
yet indicated w hat ho will do w ith ref­ 
erence to calling a second special session 
of the legislature. 
It is generally be­ 
lieved th at he will put it to work right 
away after the present session is fin­ 
ished. 
There are some members w ho 1 
believe that he can issuo the call w ithin 
a day affeer the present session ends, des­ 
ignating any tim e he sees fit for the sec­ 
ond session to begin and avoid tho pay­ 
m ent ofm ileage. 
The impression has provailed th at the 
governor must designate th at the second 
session shall begin w ithin one day after 
adjournm ent of the first or Hie members 
will be entitled to mileage. 
The pro­ 
vision of the constitution relating to 
mileage and per diem concludes: “ But 
no member shall be entitled to mileage 
for a ry extra session that may be called 
w ithin one day after adjournm ent of a 
regular or called session.” 
T hat is the only provision bearing up­ 
on the subject. 
It is argued th at if the 
governor calls a special 
session on 
Thursday, ho can designate that it shall 
open a week, a month or six mouths 
thereafter w ithout rendering the state 
subject to pay mileage. 
In the senate yesterday the house bill 
passed giving Jefferson county a sepa­ 
rate district court, 
It also concurred in 
the house amendment to Senator David­ 
son’s breakw ater bill. 
The bill was en­ 
rolled and signed by the president of 
the senate. 
It would have gone to the 
governor had their been a quorum in 
the house, so that the speaker could at­ 
tach his signature. 
The senate put to sleep M cFall’s reso- 
feton requesting the governor to submit 
platform demands. 
This occasioned 
some surprise because that body passed 
the double header bill at the regular 
session and showed great reverence for 
platform demands. 
The only speech 
made was by Senator H anger who con­ 
tended that it was the governor’s pre­ 
rogative to submit m atters of legislation 
and not tho province of the legislature 
to make suggestions to him. 
The free conference committee on 
congressional districts has agreed upon 
a bill. 
The house bill prevailed in most 
instances, as tho house conferees stood 
together, while the senate conferees 
differed. 
The bill will have the support 
of all the conferees except Senator H ar­ 
ris of Bexar county. 
He objects to the 
San Antonio district. 
The senate concurred in tho house 
amendment to David’s Galveston sea 
wall bill.
